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WHY THE HURRY? 
Long envelopes have b een arriving lately at 
millions of addresses with an alarm ing im print 
on their ou tside. “Open at once. Im portant no­ 
tice inclosed/’ says the inscription, as thou gh 
it were the average m an's hab it to toss his mail 
aside and open it some fine Tu esday when he 
has nothing b etter to do. 
Bu t these long envelopes also b ear the retu rn 
address of the Treasu ry D epartm ent and every­ 
b ody knows w hat lu rks w ithin them . 
And a t 
this time of year, when Christm as accou nts 
payab le b u lk large in the morning mail, a m an 
m ight b e forgiven for laying aside his “In ­ 
dividu al Income Tax R etu rn” u ntil he feels b etter 
ab le to b ear it. 
There is, however, a reason for opening at 
once or well in advance of the deadline date for 
filing retu rns. The envelope contains a warning, 
printed in symb olic red ink, that the taxpayer 
m u st b e carefu l to su b m it the b ad news to W ash­ 
ington on the correct form which may not b e 
the one within the envelope. 
The# im portant 
distinction is b etween Form 1040A and Form 1040. 
The main difference lies b etween those who 
report incomes less than $ 5,000 from salaries 
and wages and the others. W hichever form you 
filled ou t last year, rightly or wrongly, is the one 
you get this year. If it was the wrong one last 
year, the Treasu ry D epartm ent insists you u se 
the right one this year. 
All this is reasonab le enou gh, thou gh a little 
complicated, b u t the government's b reathless 
haste ab ou t it is u ntimely. 
Staggering u nder 
the im pact of the m onthly b ills and the b u rdens 
of a b u siness recession, the taxpayer is in a grim 
mood to “open at once” the inqu isitional com­ 
mu nication which wants to know how mu ch he 
made last year and w hat he did with it. 


MAIN TEST OF SAFETY 
Safety on the highways is principally an a t­ 
titu de of mind. 
Better cars and roads ill not attain it. Indeed, 
they tend toward the opposite resu lt. 
It has 
long b een the experience that when a stretch of 
poor road is converted into a b road, straight, 


smooth highway the nu m b er of accidents in-, 
creases — b ecau se m otorists overestim ate the 
safety factor. 
They lose the sense of cau tion 
tha t a 
poor road natu rally creates — and the 
death and inju ry rate b ooms. 
The same thing is tru e of au tomob iles. 
The 
m anu factu rers give u s cars with b etter b rakes, 
su rer steering, more perfectly b alanced b odies— 
and we ab u se them to the point where the au to­ 
mob ile accident rate b reaks all records. 
The “safety attitu d e” isn’t a particu larly dif­ 
ficu lt one to develop. It is simply to drive as 
we’d like the car approaching to b e driven. Don’t 
cu t corners, nor pass on cu rves or b ills, nor 
drive on the wrong side of the road, nor fight 
for the right-of-way, nor drive so fast you 
cannot stop in the assu red clear distance ahead.

WHY THE HURRY? 
Long env elopes hav e been arriv ing lately a t 
m illions of addresses w ith an alarm ing im print 
on th eir outside. “Open a t once. Im p ortant no­ 
tice inclosed,” says the inscription, as though 
it were the av erage m an’s hab it to toss his m ail 
aside and open it some fine Tuesday w hen he 
h as nothing b etter to do. 
B ut these long env elopes also bear the retu rn 
address of the Treasury D epartm ent and ev ery­ 
body knows w hat lurks w ithin them . 
And a t 
th is tim e of year, w hen C hristm as accounts 
payable bulk large in the m orning m ail, a m an 
m ight be forgiv en for laying aside his “In­ 
div idual Incom e Tax R etu rn” until he feels b etter 
able to bear it. 
T here is, howev er, a reason for opening a t 
once or well in adv ance of the deadline date for 
filing returns. The env elope contains a w arning, 
p rinted in symbolic red ink, th a t the taxpayer 
m ust be careful to subm it the bad news to W ash­ 
ington on the correct form which m ay not be 
the one w ithin the env elope. 
The* im portant 
distinction is between Form 1040A and Form 1040. 
The m ain difference lies betw een those who 
report incom es less th a n $5,000 from salaries 
and wages and the others. W hichev er form you 
filled out last year, rightly or wrongly, is the one 
you get this year. 
If it was the wrong one last 
year, th e Treasury D epartm ent insists you use 
the rig h t one th is year. 
All this is reasonable enough, though a little 
com plicated, but the gov ernm ent's breathless 
haste about it is untim ely. 
Staggering under 
the im pact of the m onthly bills and the burdens 
of a business recession, the taxpayer is in a grim 
mood to “open at once” the inquisitional com ­ 
m unication which w ants to know how m uch he 
m ade last year and w hat he did w ith it. 


sm ooth highw ay the num ber of accidents in-* 
creases — because m otorists ov erestim ate th e 
safety factor. 
They lose the sense of caution 
th a t a 
poor road naturally creates — and th e 
death and injury rate booms. 
The sam e thing is true of autom obiles. 
The 
m anufacturers giv e us cars w ith b etter brakes, 
surer steering, m ore perfectly balanced bodies— 
and we abuse them to the point where the au to­ 
mobile accident rate breaks all records. 
The “safety a ttitu de ” isn’t a particularly dif­ 
ficult one to dev elop. It is sim ply to driv e as 
we’d like the car approaching to be driv en. D on’t 
cut corners, nor pass on curv es or bills, nor 
driv e on the wrong side of the road, nor fight 
for the right-of-w ay, nor driv e so fast you 
cannot stop in the assured clear distance ahead. 
Almost ev ery accident, m inor or sev ere, occurs 
because someone v iolates these simple rules. 
Possibly a better phrase for safe driv ing would 
be “courteous driv ing.” Discourtesy on the h ig h ­ 
way is alw ays the friend of accidents. 
If you’ll 
m ake up your m ind to driv e the way you th ink 
the other fellow should driv e, the accident rate 
will be due for a sev ere beating in th e future.
